who WHS shot to death by Roy Pen- 
nington, 2G, another negro. Penninglon 
surrendered and is held in the county 
jail at Washington. 


The second negro death was that 


of Otis (Streamline) Fezell, 17, who 
died of a skull fracture two miles 
south of Hope on the Spring Hill 
road. 


The negro was .struck by Clyde Mc- 


Clanahan. white youth, in an alley 
near Die Saonger theater several weeks 
ago during an argument over the pos- 
session of only a few pennies. 


The McClanahan boy reported the 


affair to police. Since that time Mc- 
Clanhan has been convicted on a Dyer 
act charge and senlenced to three 
yrfirs in a federal reformatory. 


The charge resulted from the thefl 


of an automobile owned by James Mc- 
Larly, and then transported across the 
utale line.

sponsibility Committee has been recon- 
stituted by the American Automobile 
Association to attempt through legis- 
lation to force legally and financially 
irresponsible drivers off road In the 
United States and Canada. 


The committee meets early in 1940. 


It must obtain enactment of safety 
responsibility laws in 14 additional 
states and one Canadian province, be- 
sides seeking improvement of laws 
in 33 states, the District of Columbia 
and eight provinces. 


Since 1940 is an off-year, only six 


regular sessions of state legislatures 
can be approached with the model 
bill. 


States to which the committee, head- 


ed by Howard D. Brown of Detroit, 
will turn are those having no respon- 
sibility act of any kind; Alabama, Ark- 
ansas, Florida, 
Georgia, 
Louisiana, 


Mississippi, Missouri, 
Nevada, New 


Mexico, Oklahoma, South Caroline, 
Texas Utah and Wyoming. 


The bill provides: 
(1) For revocation of the license of 


any person convicted of a major motor 
vehicle law violation until he can 
furnish proof of ability to pay for 
future damages. 


(2) For suspension of the license of 


any driver against whom a judgement 
for accident damages has been return- 
ed until the -judgement is paid and 
bond for future damages is posted.

Uruguavnn authorities would have given their shirts if they had not suddenly 
been tossed into the middle of an international complication. Uruguay had 
done nothing but sit still. It was far away from the battlegrounds and felt 
immune. And then, without warning, it discoveied the scent- of conflict had 
quickly shifted to its very front door. 


What would the United States have done if the Admiral Graf Spec had 


tied up in New York, or San Francisco, or New Orleans? How would wo 
have handled this ticklish problem? The war is not over. 'Hit- same thing con 
happen over and over agsin. We had better prepare ourselves. 


What all of the Latin-American republk-s rn-ed—and this includes, above 


ell, the United States—is ;; firm, unequivocal rule concerning belligerent ves- 
sels in American territorial waters. It must be a definite, unflexing agreement 
--one that the belligerents of both sides will understand clearly. It must 
be a law that makes action automatic without regard for the nationality of 
the vessel in question. 


Brazil already has such a law. It provider, simply that any warship of a 


belligerent nation will be interned the moment it enters Brazilian territorial 
waters. -Uruguay was reportedly examining this law when the Spee limped 
into Montevideo. Had the law been passed and broadcast before no argu- 
ment. The commander of the Nazi ship would have known what he was in 
for the moment he entered the harbor. 


It cannot be argued that a crippled ship is entitled to haven in a neutral 


harbor during the period required for repairs. If a fighting ship cannot safely 
make a home port, it has been vanquished nr.d the nation whose flag it flies 
ihould submit gracefully to defeat. It is conceivable that a boat might put 
into a harbor as a tactical way of escaping further assault by enemy vessels. 
It is hinted that the Speo might have done this. A neutral nation cannot be 
expected to lend this kind of assistance to belligerents. 


It is desirable that Pan-America as a whoie adopt a rigorous policy. Un- 


questioned internment would probably be best. Such conduct would permit 
no loopholes. But whatever method is agreed upon, it should be unanimous. 
It would do little good to have only part of our neutral continents insulated. 
An •'incident" in Uruguay is as much a threat to Brazil, even to the United- 
States, as it is to Uruguay itself. 


We must adopt such a policy soon. Tomorrow or the next day there may be 


another battle, this time just off the coast of Florida. A German or a French or 
a British ship may duck into an American harbor. Without an established 
formula, how would we handle the case?

Texas A. and M. had the tightest 


defense.

movable object 
with neither side 


getting anywhere in particular. 


It will be a bruising battle. That 


much is certain, 
but both figure 


to score, and I like Texas A. and 
M. because its offense is a bit more 
versatile. 


In Texas A. and M. and Tulane, the 


Mid-Winted Sports Association, spon- 
sor of the annual Sugar Bowl show. 
believes it has for the second straight 
campaign landed the outstanding New 
Year's Day game. 


Arid this trip those behind the New 


Orleans production figure they have 
a pair of clubs that will furnish an 
engagement as thrilling as was the 
one turned in by little Davey O'Brien, 
Ki Aldrich, Insull B. Hale, George 
Muha, Merlyn Condit, Ray Carnelly 
and the rest, Jan. 1. 1939. 


Texas A. and M. Holds Its 
Foes to 76 Yards per Game 


The game brings together the two 


top teams of the nation, according 
to a number of rating systems and a 
larger number of football authorities. 


Texas A. and M. held foes to an 


average of 76 yards per game. The run- 
ning ettack of Aggie enemies averaged 
only 41.2 yards per contest . . pass- 
ing only 34.8. 


Home Hill Norton's athletes yield- 


ed only 18 points in 10 skirmishes. 
Santa Clara settled for a field goal. 
Villanova scored a touchdown and a 
point. Texas Christian shoved over 
a touchdown. A safety was the most 
Southern Methodist could do. 


Tulane has tackled no club as tough 


as Texas A. and M. 


But neither have the Aggies been 


called upon to stop an array with the 
ground attack generated by Lowell 
Dawson's Green Wave. 


Tennessee averaged 296.1 yards on 


the turf. Wake Forest 290.3 and Tulane 
was third among major 
aggregations 


with 286.2. 


A comparison of the schedules, how- 


ever, convinces anyone that Tulane's 
286.2 with only one soft spot . . Sc- 
wanee . . . is vastly more impressive 
than Tennessee's 296.1 with Sewanee, 
Chattanooga, Mercer and The Citadel 
on the program. The same is true. 
in a lesser degree, about Wake For- 
est. 


Tennessee is unscored on, but yard- 


age figures and the schedules give 
Texas A.'and M. a defensive bulge. 


Powerful Tulane Varsity Practi- 


cally Ignores Pass 


Like most of the other topnotch 


teams of 1939, Texas A. and M. as well 
as Tulane is a power combination. 


It is power which enables South- 


ern California and Tennessee passing 
to click. The same was true of Cor- 
nell, Ohio State and Oklahoma. 


Tulane is a power-plus team. Red 


Dawson, who was schooled by Bernie 
Bierman of Minnesota, practically ig- 
nores the pass. He appears to consider 
it as nothing more than a desperation 
weapon . . . rarely even fakes using 
one. 


The Greenies roll their tremendous 


power at the tackles. They steam- 
rollered the length of fields inclos- 
ing minutes after rivals had stood off 
their drive for the greatest part of 
scraps. 


Despite two lines averaging 
more 


than 200 pounds and two sets of backs 
so evenly matched that there is a 
division of opinion as to which is 
superior.
